HUNTING SAFETY 

 

•  Tell someone where you will be hunting.   

•  Avoid hunting alone.  If, you go alone be carful 

and hunt in familiar areas. 

•Check weather forecast before going into woods. 

• Dress properly and be prepared for the worst 

possible conditions.  

• Identify target before shooting. 

•  Check hunting equipment before and after each 

outing.   

GUN SAFETY 
 
•  Safety on weapon should be on at all times, unless preparing to fire at your game. 
•  Gun should always be pointed away from you and others, and never at your own feet. 
•  Take proper care of your weapon 

Individual must have a valid Fort Stewart pass to access training areas for ALL activities 

(including but not limited to hunting/fishing/camping/picniking/nature watching). 

FS/HAAF Hunting season:  
Small Game: August - February 

Deer/hog (Archery): September - January 

Deer/hog (Primitive Weapon): October - January 

Deer/hog (Firearms): October - January 

Feral Hogs: Year round (except during Spring 

Gobbler Season) 

Spring Gobbler: March - May
